AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES. 
The agricultural resources of the 


Owens River Valley, rich as they are, 


at present, seem hardly to have been 
touched.* Corn, alfalfa and grain are 
found in a luxuriant growth that is 
nowhere excelled. A field of corn that 
is passed just before the automobiie 
stage reaches Lone Pine, with the sign 
of the Los Angeles Aqueduct on it, 
suggests that even a city may be suc- 
cessful at farming. The cows and the 
live stock for the market are fat and 
sleek as they are where the meadows 
are always green.

MEASURING THE SENSES. 


People Equal to Those of Prim- 
itive Instincts, 
How often does one hear it stated 
that the development of civilization 
has robbed the race of many of the 
keen, senses which are popularly 


spom@ent of Reynold’s Newspaper, 
London. He, it is said, has extraor- 
dinary vision, hearing, and sense of 
smell, powers whose keenness haa, 


appeared among modern men. Why, 
there are some people who @vould tell 
us that physical deterioration has been 
so marke? even during recent years, 
particularily in towns and large cen- 
ters of industry generally, that we do 
not compare favorably with the peo- 
ple of the early Victorian era. “Why, 
glasses were almost unknown in my 
youth, compared with their common 
use by all classes at the present day,” 
says paterfamilias, in instancing the 
case of national vision. But in mak- 
ing this assertion he apparently quite 
overlooks the fact that the spread of 
science and knowledge has mad@ us 
more, alive to the dangers of negiect- 
ing defective sight, which is being 
much better preserved by artificial 
means than formerly. In fact, if a 
scientist investigated the matter he 
would probably find .that instead of a 
deterioration of the nation’s sight a 
“tendency toward improve- 
nt. 
The popular notion that 
Primitive instincts 


traordinary, but fell within the 
range of European powers. The steppe- 
dwelling Kalmuks, also renowned for

Another most ae unda- 
mental principle is found in the at- 
tempt of the Brazilian government 
some few years ago to regulate ar- 
bitrarily the price of ite great nation- 
al product—coffec. We are all familiar 
with the complete failure of that 
acheme. And so with labor. Any at- 
tempt to hold out against natural con- 
ditions and to arbitrarily fix the price 
by or through organization must uiti- 
mately bring the penalty which fol- 
lows transgression of any natural law. 
Let it not be understood that I am 
talking net organized iabor—far 
from: it. believe in organized labor. 
I believe it is necessary to prevent 
the encroachment of organized capital, 
but I also-believe that organized labor 
is an engine of sucha tremendous power 
that it needs scientific management or 
leadership, and without this scientific 
control it will run amuck like any 
other uncontrolled engine, and the re- 
sultant damage to capital will inevita- 
biy react om labor. As I see it, what 
labor is the greatest annual 
wage—not dally wage—the greatest 
earning power obtainable for steady 
employment. Any effort which in- 
créases the daily wage but reduces the 
days of employment, resulting in 
amalier yearly earnings, is, of course, 


reducing the purchasing power of 4 | 


individual. And, after all, that ig the 
real test—so far as the materia! side 
of life is concerned—the purchasing 
power of our labor. 

The most striking example of this is 
found tn the experience of one of our 
greatest industrial establishments. A 
partner in this concern told me per- 
sonally that tn all after-panic periods, 
prior to that of 1907, their plant had 
been kept running on foreign orders, 


many thousands of workmen. During 
the dull times succeeding 1907 the price 
of labor had risen so high that they 
could not compete in foreign markets, 
ang the working force was reduced to 
one-fourth of the number that had 
previously been employed.

I know of no higher 
ambition—no nobler work—for any 
man than to contribute to this end. 
To adjust the balance with precision 
and nicety, so that justice may be 
Gene to all, ie @ most difficult’ prob- 
fem, but I firmly believe that this must 
be accomplished before we enter an- 
other extended era of general pros- 
perity.

The improvements -that are being 
made in the production are indicated 
by the last annual report of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Company.

‘The 
dealers all have a large stock in re- 
serve, and if Burgundy and Bordeaux 
should not produce a bottle this year 
the epicures of the world could be 
supplied without exhausting the im- 
mense reserves now stored in the 
great cellars from former years, 

The average annual yield of wine 
in France is about 52,000,000 hecto- 
liters, 1,373,687,000 gallons. 

In 18765, as the result of the uncom- 
monly fine weather, but more particu- 
larly due to the grafting of American 
vines on to Fren vines, the yield 
rose to 2,192,614,000 lions. 

Speaking of American vines, I be- 
lieve that every bottle of wine pro- 
duced in France, except in a small, 
common wine district in the Midi, 
which is entirely surrounded by wa- 
ter, is the product of American vines. 
The owners of the vineyards deny 
this, because they do not wish to ad- 
mit that their famous brands are 
from other than their old vines. But 
the best authorities have told me 
that all the flourishing vineyards of 
France are the product of American 
grafts, nearly all of which came from 
California. Californians, think, 
would do well to invade the French 
market this eeason with their wines,

THEY HAVE BEEN PREPARED FOR 
MINING CONGRESS. 


Measures Relate to Oil and Coal 
Land Disposals by the Government 
and Show the Conservation Policy 
of the Administration—Coal Bill Is 
Taken as a Text. — 


The conservation measures prepared 
by the administration and introduced 
by Senator Nelson last January, more 
Clearly define the actual conservation 
policy of the government than do 
speeches to popular audiences. Ab- 
stracts of these bills have béen made 
for the infermation of members of the 
American Mining Congress, who will 
‘assemble in this city this week. 
The bills authorizing the disposal of | 
coal, phosphate, oil, asphaltum, ete., 
alike in their provi- 
sions. An abstract of the coal reserva- 
tion bill is here given as it has been 
prepared for use during the sessions 
of the mining congress: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Uni- 
ted States of America itn Congress as- 
all lands within the 
the Territu.y of 
Alaska which patents have not been 
to which a vested right 
has not been acquired, and which con- 
tain deposits of coal, or of lignite or 
associated minerals which for the pur- 


poses of this Act shall be called coal, 
and the coal therein, are hereby . re-

NATIONAL LANDMARKS. 
How COUNTRIES MARK AND GUARD THEIR 


[Pearson’s Weekly:] Happy is the country which 
possesses natural boundaries. We are better off in this 
respect than almost any other nation, for the whole of 
our 2755 miles of frontier is guarded by the sea Next 
comes Italy with 2472 miles of coast line, and the Alps 
like a wall across her northern boundary. 

Contrast these cases with those of Germany and Aus- 
tria. The latter country has a frontier line of about 
3800 miles, of which 2996 is land, every mile of which 
must be guarded against the encroachments of her

seacoast line is only 744 miles, while 2255 miles of land 
frontier border upon Russia, Austria, Switzerland, 
France and Holland, and Belgium, and far the larger 
portion of this great distance is not protected by moun- 
tains, rivers, or any other natural boundary.

The trains 
are not accepted by Edinburgh as the motor "bus is ac- 
cepted by London, which, in her large motherly way, 
takes the quaint things to her heart and treats them as 
new gargoyles tricking out her Gothic grace. Edinburgh 
has with her beauty the proud intolerance of the time 
of Mary Queen of Scots, London is magnificently bu- 
man, and nothing human is alien to her. 

Newspapers are published in Edinburgh; somewhat 
furtively and with an air of apology that they are not.

Leaving Edinburgh, Scotland becomes again stern, 
practical and neat—above all things neat, Entering 
Glasgow by one of the suburbs, I passed a row of ten 
houses—villas is perhaps the better word, for they were 
somewhat pretentious—each having one front rodémn to 
the right on the ground floor with coffee-colored curtains: 
decking the windows. Always the coffee-colored cur- 
tains were drawn a little back from the center, and kept 
so by being fastened with two bands of ribbon.

Efficiency seemed to me always the dominant note of 
the Scotch Lowlands, that of method.

. OOF gardens are very popular in Southern Cali- 

fornia, though plants are harder to maintain to 

good condition upon roofs in our climate than in 
any other part of our country. Our cool nights during 
summer alone make roof gardens possible; otherwise, 
the continued dry heat throughout the summer 
would render roof gardens impossible. If desert plants 
could be used, all would be weli, but it must be remem- 
bered that nearly all decorative plants come from re- 
_ gions of greater summer humidity and more copious 
rainfalls than we have under our most favorable con- 
ditions to plant life. 
_, It is desirable to have pergolas in all our roof gar- 
_ @ens that they may somewhat shade the plants and roof 
surface, for a roof, on a clear summer day, is about 
_ the hottest piace in il our State, the so-called desert 
regions not excepted. Pergolas well covered with vines

would contribute much toward the welfare of roof 
plants, and by placing them around the sides, and 
providing them with stout wire-mesh fencing, stap‘ed 
to the inside of the posts, they would make the roof 
as safe for recreation as an ordinary lawn. Success 
comes not so much from proper selection of plants as 
from properly caring for those you use. Boxes for roof 
plants should be both wide and deep, well provided 
with drainage, and if cost is not considered, th 
should be zinc-lined. Good, rich, friable soli should be 
used and the enrichment should come from a large pro- 
portion of most thoroughly-rotted stable manure; so de- 
cayed in fact, as to look Jike black, mealy soil. It is 
best for plants, boxes and roof material that the boxes 
should not set flat on the roof. A brick at each cor- 
nef, or a half brick, will be sufficient unless the boxes 
are long enough to demand a pair in the middie of each 
side. As before stated, nearly all plants may be used 
if conditions are good, but those whose foliage easily 
sunburns should be avoided.

Pistacia terebinthus and Pistacia palaestina —These 
species will furnish stccks for Pistacia vera, the true 
pistache nut, a crop which can be made of great value 
which has not as yet been 
much cultivated there. Each of these species is thir- 
teen to twenty-six feet hizh and two and a half feet or 
more in diameter. They are found in all sorts of soil, 
particularly in crevices of caicereous rocks. P. palaes- 
tina is found more frequently than P. terebinthus, which 
seems to prefer moister soils. The former grows in 
the valley of the Jordan and extends as far as Petra 
and the Arabah, generally in slightly moist sandstone 
soils. This plant is especially to be recommended for 
the vicinity of Indio and Mecca, Cal. 

Pictacia atlantica——-This variety has proved to be a 
good stock for Pistacila vera (the pistache,) and I be- 
lieve that P. terebinthus and P. palaestina will also 
prove valuable and should be imported and tried {mn the 
United States. The male flowers of P. terebinthus are 
often used in Asia Minor for the pollination of P. vera, 
and it may be that in this way we can increase the pro- 
ductiveness of P. vera in the United States, where hith- 
erto it has not yielded well. - A 

The Pistachio has been grown in a sort of desultory 
manner in the warmer regions of California, 
and we believe some cultural experiments with | 
it are at present being carried on in the Coachella antl 
Imperial valleys and also in Arizona. In a correspon- 
dence to the Rural Californian, George C. Roeding of 
Fresno, gives the following, based on personal experi- 
ences and observation:
